Electric lighting for the farm homes 
around Wainwright is denied for at 
least one more year, despite the fact 
_| that switches are being cut in at many 
other points in Alberta. The Wain- 
wright Rural Electrification Associa- 
tion Annual Meeting held at Wain- 
wright on Saturday, 15th April, passed 
a resolution asking the Alberta -Gév- 
ermment “to conduct another plebiscite 
on the principle of public ownership 
and. development of rural electrifca- 
tion under the Alberta Power Com- 
mission. The meeting considered the 
cost was too high for the individual 
farmer under the present plan. ~ 

Ten members and five Directors and 
two visitors comprised the annus 
meeting turn-out, revealing the true 
picture of local efforts to’ get power. It 
requires approximately 45 to"§# farm- 
ers within a maximum avérage of 1 

mile of line, able and willing to pay 
$1000.00 in order to get power into the 
yard. The general opinion is that at 
present there are about 26 farmers in 
the above interest group so no action 
can be taken in this district this year. 
Deposits of $2150.00 have been refund- 
ed to subscribers during the past year. 

The name of the Association was 
amended by dropping “North” by an ex 
traordinary resolution.

Next Sunday the St. Thomas Angli- 
can congregation will commemorate 
the 40th anniversary of the ecnsecra- 
tion of their church.

Now that the County Act has been 
passed the time:for criticism is over 
until the counties are seen in’ action, 
However, I find it interesting to con- 
jecture how successful they will be 
and what changes may evenually be 
made to the legislation incorporating 
them. Naturally, I am particularly in- 
terested in the way education will be 
affected; others may be more concern- 
ed with the effect on hospital manage- 
ment. 

Undoubtedly the purpoge of Bill 60 is 
to take from school and hospital 
boards the right to spehd as much 
money as they please. The municipal 
council naturally resents being obliga- 
ted to assess ratepayers for school and 
hospital purposes without having any 
voice in how that money is spent. The 
councillors perhaps feel that as they 
are the collecting agents, they are 
primarily responsible to the ratepayer 
for the effective use of the taxes. There 
is no good reason for such an opinion 
as all ratepayers know that the coun- 
cil is legally obligated to pay whatever 
moneys the other boards requisitidn. 
The council sees to it that the ratepay- 


.|ers know what proportions of the as- 


sessment are allocated to schools and 
hospitals, ‘ 

The success of the counties . would 
seem to depend upon the ability of all 
of the county councillors to compre- 
hend to the full school and hospital 
needs, If they do not do so the condi- 
tions of education and health may 
quickly deteriorate, Whereas we now 
put control of these services in the 
hands of interested and more or less 
expert and experienced persons, cori- 
trol in the counties will be shared with 
less interested and less highly spec- 
ialized persons. If the councillors have 
the good sense to realize. that jacks-of- 
all-trades do not make a marked suc- 
cess of anything and are willing to 
abide by the recommendations of the 
committees set up to administer edu- 
|eation and hospitals, all may be well. 
‘Four counties are being set up at 
once for experiméntal purposes.

In many 
such cases postponement for another 
year miay be necessary if trees are not
